DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 3 and 8 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 
CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 
CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1, 2, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Amsler et 
al. 

The device as claimed is disclosed by Amsler et al with a measuring device that collects 
depth information from wells, the measuring device having a rolling mechanism 64 that rotates 
as a sensor tape is raised and lowered in the well connected to a rotary encoder (42 and fig. 8) 
that tracks and stores the displacement movement distance of the sensor tape, with a housing that 
attaches to a well. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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8. Claims 3-5 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Amsler et al in view of Ebeling. 

The device as claimed is disclosed by Amsler et al as stated in the rejection recited above 
for claims 1, 2, and 6, but lacks means to associate the measurements to a particular well. 
Ebeling teaches using a bar code system to associate a measurement to a particular item. In 
addition, GPS, RFID, printed ID codes (as stated by applicant as admitted prior art) are all old 
and well known means to identify specific items. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use any of the above means in 
Amsler et al to associate the measurement with a particular well as taught by Ebeling so the 
measurement is connected to the well the measurement was taken from. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Nield teaches using several different types of old and well known rotary encoders 
(col. 4 lines 39-50). Mason and Bevel both teach a well depth measuring device attached to the 
well.
